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CONFERENCE. OLYMPIC PROSPECTS. 


E offer the suggestion that there be held in 

the City of Baitimore on some date after 
November 19 and prior to Thanksgiving Day, 
which is November 28, a conference of all of 
those who are now, or have been, serving as 
stewards at racecourses in the United States, 
Canada, Cuba and Mexico, the purposes of the 
conference to be: 

1. Discussion of the rules of racing. 

2. Arrival at uniformity in interpreting the 
rules. 

3. Formulation of suggestions for changes and 
amendments and new rules. 

4. Discussion of owners, trainers and jockeys. 
5. Determination as to which men are re- 
sponsible for most evil attending racing. 

6. Agreement to work in harmony to end that 
the evildoers shall be banished from the Turf, and 
that the sport of racing shall be elevated and 
kept clean. 

It is suggested that the meeting be held at 
Baltimore because there is to be no racing on the 
continent between November 18 and 28 except at 
Bowie, Maryland, and it is the only place and 
time at which a conference could be held with 
full attendance. 

We offer the further suggestion that after the 
conference of the stewards, there be somewhere 
a conference of representatives from each of the 
governing bodies of the Turf. 

This meeting should be for review of the 
stewards’ recommendations with a view to con- 
cert of action in presenting them to their re- 
spective organizations, hoping to have full co- 
operation of The Jockey Club, New York State 
Racing Commission, Maryland State Racing 
Commission, Kentucky State Racing Commission, 
fllinois Turf Association, Canadian Racing Asso- 
ciations and the mentors of the sport in Louisi- 
ana, Mexico and Cuba, and at points in other 
states and in other parts of the Dominion of 
Canada. 

The time is here when there must be complete 
renovation of the racing household to speedily 
and effectually put it in proper order. The little 
bit that has been done is, of course, helpful, but 
it is in the nature of merely brushing out a 
modicum of the mud. 


ERE is a chance for breeders, owners, train- 

ers, managers of racing associations and 
governors of the Turf to do something for the 
honor and glory of the United States of America 
and for the benefit of the Thoroughbred horse 
industry of our country. 

The Olympic games for 1932 will be held at 
Los Angeles. The equestrian events will be de- 
cided in July or August. These tests will be (1) 
jumping, (2) three-day event, (3) dressage or 
schooling events. 

The United States Army, through its Olympic 
Committee, is desirous of obtaining at the earliest 
practicable date a number of Olympic prospects, 
and the depots of the Remount Service now are 
being scoured for horses suitable for the pur- 
poses, but it is transpiring that the number is 
totally inadequate. 

There is no appropriation for the purchase of 
proper horses for these events, unless they might 
be obtained for the limit of $200 each which is 
allowed for mounts bought for the Army from 
civilians. 

The horse required for the jumping courses in 
international events is a big, rugged, active 
animal, with considerable blood. Many of the 
jumping courses are one mile in length and are 
negotiated under a time limit. It has been es- 
tablished that very few horses of strictly cold 
blood are able to do them in anything like the 
allotted time. A horse, three-quarters Thorough- 
bred should be equal to the requirements. 

Horses for the three-day events should be 
Thoroughbreds, of good size and quality, prefer- 
ably 15.3 to 16.2, not under five years old at this 
time, and strictly sound. A steeplechase type is 
best for the use. These horses will be required 
to negotiate a course of approximately 20 miles 
without halts, of which 14 to 15 miles are to 
be at the rate of 10 miles per hour; two miles 
to be a steeplechase at the rate of from 22 to 24 
miles per hour, and a cross-country ride, includ- 
ing from 30 to 40 obstacles at the rate of ap- 
proximately 20 miles per hour. Naturally the 
horse for this will have to be rugged, sound, 
courageous, with a great deal of stamina. 

For the schooling events the horses should be 
Thoroughbreds with good temperament and a 
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bit more of set-up than the steeplechaser, that is 
to say a dressy mare or gelding of the peacock 
type. They should be sound, but size is not a 
matter of so much importance in these horses. 

Now, in order that the Army’s Olympic Com- 
mittee may have good material from which to 
mount its horsemen in these contests, which 
every American should want to be won by horses 
carrying the stars and stripes, THE BLOOD-HORSE 
is proposing that those generous and patriotic 
persons who are able to do so shall buy the 
necessary horses and present them to the Olympic 
Committee. 

Such horses could be bought at prices aver- 
aging around $1,500, or perhaps many such are 
available from the stables of some of our 
wealthier owners——-horses which for some reason 
or another are not just good enough for racing, 
yet ideal for these contests, after having been 
trained as the Army horsemen would train them. 

Persons who may be interested in the subject 
can get in touch with any of the heads of the 
Remount Department at the offices of the 
Quartermaster General of the United States 
Army at Washington, or with any officer in 
charge of any of the Remount Purchasing. and 
Breeding Headquarters. There is one such at 
Lexington and it is in charge of Major John F. 
Wall, who can be addressed, his office being in 
the Federal Building. 

Think this over and see if you cannot locate 
in it the many benefits to the country, to racing 
and to the breeding industry, and then do what 
you can toward obtaining the needed horses. 


HUMAN NATURE. 


REQUENTLY, we venture, you have heard 
it said that horses of today do not compare 
with those of former periods as to quality. We 
can recall few years in which there has been 
freedom from such expressions, not alone in this 
country, but in England and France as well. The 
outcry against “deterioration,” is constant, and 
those who debate on the affirmative side of the 
subject usually are very positive we have nothing 
in this time to hold a candlelight to any one 
ot a number of old heroes of the Turf they name. 
Not long ago, G. F. T. Ryall relates in his 
“Turf Notes and Comment” in The Sportsman 
(Boston), he was delivering to Walter S. Vos- 
burgh an opinion that our horses, particularly the 
3-year-olds, lack quality, whereupon the veteran 
handicapper for The Jockey Club said: 

“Why, bless you, they have been saying that 
sort of thing ever since I’ve been going to the 
races—-and that’s a long time—-and they’ll be 
saying the same thing 200 years from now. We 
always think the horses of the past are better 
than those of the present; its human nature, you 
know.” 

Now, if Mike Hall should be defeated in both

the Cesarewitch and the Cambridgeshire—and 
the chances are decidedly against his winning 
either of those events—-we may expect to hear 
that it is an example of “deterioration.” 

There will be those to say he was unable to 
do even a part of what Parole had accomplished, 
and they’ll draw many comparisons and relate 
many incidents in support of their contention. 

Even should he win both events and thus gain 
right to the title “super horse,” there still will be 
many to say he is not so good as one or another 
champion of the past.

AGUA CALIENTE PURSES. 


S nearly as we can figure it from the state- 

ment made by James N. Crofton, general 
manager, the added money to purses, exclusive of 
stakes events, at Agua Caliente the coming 
winter will average a fraction under $623 per 
race, the calculation being based on 81 days of 
racing. The aggregate added money to the seven 
stakes is $157,000. Mr. Crofton’s statement upon 
the subject is as follows: 


“Including stakes, the total distribution of 
purses at the first annual meeting of the Agua 
Caliente Jockey Club, which opens December 28, 
next, will amount to an average of $7,000 per 
day, graduated according to the class of horses 
narticipating. There will be seven races on 
week days and eight on Sundays and holidays.” 


We are of the opinion that for winter meetings 
it would be better for the horsemen as a whole, 
and so also for the calibre of the sport as a whole, 
if the money added to the Agua Caliente Handi- 
cap (formerly the Coffroth Handicap) should be 
reduced from $100,000 to $25,000 or less, and the 
$75,000 or more should be put into the fund to be 
distributed to runners for the purse races. 


THE PANTHER. 


E picture we have selected for the cover of 
this issue of THE BLOOD-HORSE is of The 
Panther, taken since his return to England from 
the Argentine. The Panther is thirteen years 
old, by Tracery, out of Countess Zia (dam of 
Bhuidhaonach, etc.), by Gallinule, out of Order of 
Merit (grandam of Royal Lancer, winner of the 
St. Leger), by Collar. The Panther won the Two 
Thousand Guineas, beating Buchan. He was sent 
from England to the Argentine in December, 
1919, and has sired the winners of about 200 
races and $350,000 in South America. From 1922 
to 1926 he sired over thirty foals each season. 
As this picture indicates, The Panther is re- 
ported to be in splendid condition, and the British 
Bloodstock Agency, under whose management he 
is standing the coming season, announces that 
numerous applications for services have been re- 
ceived. His book is limited to 35 approved mares, 


including ten of his owners, at a fee of just 
under $1,000.

Isoard at Fairmount Park October 8 rests in the 
fact that the same thing was done at Lexington 


once. J. Goedecke, at Fairmount Park, entered 


Spring, and shortly before post time for the race 


he put in a claim for Isoard, but owner J. H. Ed- 
wards was permitted to keep his horse. Judge 
Ireland, the presiding steward, is quoted in the 
racing press as having made the following state- 
ment: 

“Spring’s running indicated that he was in no 
condition to provide contention, and I and Judge 
Spivey decided under the circumstances to dis- 
allow the claim, as the purpose for which the 
horse Spring was entered was plain and we de- 
sire to discourage such practices.” 

In other words Spring was a “policeman,” and 
a poor one at that. But there is nothing in the 
rules of racing to justify the action of the 
stewards. Spring’s entry was accepted, and, 
having been accepted, he had the right to run 
in the race, unless it should have been reported 
to the stewards by the paddock judge, supported 
by the track veterinarian, that Spring was in 
unfit condition, when it would have become the 
duty of the stewards to order him withdrawn. 

In as much as Spring was permitted to run in 
the race, his owner was clearly within his rights 
in making the claim, regardless of what may 
have been his intentions,when entering and start- 
ing his horse. The claim should have been al- 
lowed, if it was regularly made as to form and 
time and accompanied by the proper amount of 
money. 

There is nothing in the rules which would in- 
dicate it is the duty of the stewards to prevent 
claiming of horses. They have nothing to do with 
that phase of the proposition at all. If they 
consider a horse to be unfit for racing, his entry 
should not be accepted, but once accepted, that 
entry is entitled to all that goes with it, just as 
much so as if it were the entry of the best horse 
in America. 

We recall that after the stewards at Lexing- 
ton had disallowed J. W. Brackman’s claim for 
Peter Prim on the ground that Mr. Brackman 
was represented by a “policeman,” it was re- 
lated that Judge Charles F. Price, dean of the 
officials in Kentucky, who was not in the stand 
at Lexington, told those who had made the ruling 
that they had placed themselves in an _ inde- 


fensible attitude in so far as justification by the 
rules was concerned. 

In following after the Lexington stewards, the 
Fairmount Park stewards now have placed them- 
selves in the same indefensible, and quite ridicu- 
lous, attitude. 


REAL REASON. 


— were astonished to read in Daily Running 

Horse (New York) for October 9 that Haw- 
thorne had ‘just announced that during the re- 
mainder of its meeting the minimum size of 
purses would be $1,500." That information was 
given at Chicago on September 27, the eve of the 
opening of the meeting, which closed last Satur- 
day. But we were astounded when we read 
further that the Hawthorne management un- 
doubtedly was actuated by two reasons in in- 
creasing the value of the purposes, neither of 
which was the real reason. The reasons stated 
by Daily Running Horse were: 

“The first, but by no means the more im- 
portant is the fact that it is the declining end 
of the season at Chicago and many of the good 
horses that have been performing on that circuit 
all summer have been or soon will be shipped 
away to Kentucky or Maryland. The other rea- 
son is the same that resulted in the American 
National Jockey Club increasing the purse values 
at Arlington Park during the summer—the 
track was enjoying such a heavy patronage and 
its profits were so large that in the best interests 
of racing, it was decided to put the extra earn- 
ings back into the sport.” 


The real reason, as correctly given on page 14 
of THE BLoop-HoRSE, No. 27, was the demand 
made by the Thoroughbred Horse Association 
for an increase from $1,200 to $1,500, and that 
fact was carried in dispatches of the Associated 
Press. 


Harvey T. Woodruff, after regretting (in his 
column in The Chicago Tribune) that he isn’t 
“economist enough to judge the future money 
market,’’ remarked: “On the other hand, if we 
were a sound economist we wouldn’t attempt to 
improve the breed of Thoroughbreds at race 
tracks, think 17 was coming on the wheel much 
oftener than it actually does, draw to _ inside 
straights, with deuces wild, and occasionally 
venture two bits a point on our golf game, a sheer 
folly, so perhaps it’s better so.” 


The morning of the running of the Richard 
Johnson Stakes at Laurel, ‘‘Beau Belmont” com- 
mented in The Morning Telegraph (New York) 
that Thomas W. Murphy, trainer of the Green- 
tree Stable “is not certain that Dedicate and 
Hi-Jack are superior to Goose Egg.” If it is 
left to the chart of that race to determine the 
question, they are.

LATONIA’S OPENING. 

HE opening day at Latonia, Saturday, October 

12, was something of a red letter day for 

Audley Farm. Three of the seven races were 
won respectively by a son and two daughters of 
Sir Barton, a versatile racehorse, now one of the 
stallions at Mr. Jones’ fine establishment in Vir- 
ginia, and, rightly, too, of course, the Virginians, 
who have lately been sort o’ set up over the 
doings of Sun Beau, will be pointing with pride 
to achievements of products of the Old Dominion. 

One of the three was Easter Stockings, winner 
of the Covington Handicap, star number on the 
programme, and another was Nellie Custis, her 
stablemate, the two fillies being the property of 
Audley Farm. Both are trained by Kay Spence, 
and both were ridden by the stable jockey, H. 
Schutte, a Latonia lad. 

The other was C. H. Trotter’s 4-year-old geld- 
ing, Chancellor, trained by his owner and ridden 
by Neil. 


SATISFACTORY TRIALS. 


Col. E. R. Bradley’s yearlings were satisfac- 
torily tried for speed at Idle Hour Farm Sunday, 
October 13. There were twenty of them and they 
were brought out in pairs--with Jockeys Eddie 
Legere and J. Smith riding them-—during the 
bright, sunny afternoon, and speeded a quarter 
mile each, pulling up at the end of three furlongs. 
There had been rain the night before, but the 
track was fast. 

The timing was done by Colonel Bradley, Man- 
ager Barry Shannon, Trainers H. J. (Dick) 
Thompson (first string), and William Hurley 
(second string), Olin Gentry, assistant manager, 
Johnnie Shannon and Charles H. Hughes, the 
official timer for Arlington Park, Havre de Grace, 
Laurel, Miami, who was able to absent himself 
for a day in order to accompany Col. Bradley and 
Trainer Thompson to Lexington. 

At the conclusion of the trials Frank McCabe, 
who broke and is training the yearlings until 
such time as they will be turned over to Trainer 
Thompson, was congratulated by Colonel Bradley 
and others on the very satisfactory showing and 
the good condition of the youngsters. There were 
present a number of guests, among them Col. 
Phil T. Chinn, one of the best judges of young 
Thoroughbreds in America. 

“IT offer you my _ congratulations, Colonel 
Bradley,” he said, “on the possession of a string 
of such fine prospects of your own breeding.” 

“I thank you,” Colonel Bradley replied, “and I 
hope that we may have the good fortune to de- 
velop at least one star from among them.” 

Turning then to Manager Shannon, Colonel 
Bradley offered that capable young man his con- 
gratulations on the accuracy with which he had 
classified the yearlings as far back as June, be- 
fore they went into training. 

Colonel Bradley remained over night and de- 
parted on Monday for Baltimore, accompanied 
by Tom Bohne, his private secretary. Messrs. 
Hughes and Thompson returned to Baltimore 
Sunday night. 

The brown colt by Black Toney, out of *La 
Mome, appeared to have left the best impression, 
but the son of Bubbling Over, out of Batter Cake, 
was right at him all the way and finished bang 
up to him. 

The chestnut colt by *Durbar II, out of Be- 
lieve Me Boys, has a commanding way and fine 
action, and we were mindful that Gene Leigh 
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said concerning the get in France of this winner 
of the English Derby, with his American lineage, 
that frequently one of the winners on a program 
and sometimes two were by him. 

The colts out of Breakfast Bell and *Callisto, 
and the filly out of Betty Beall, each turned in 
excellent performances. The following is a record 
of the trials, the times being the consensus of 
the watches held by each of the timers named 
above:

CLYDE VAN DUSEN OUT. 

Clyde Van Dusen (winner of the Kentucky 
Derby) by Man o’ War--Uncle’s Lassie, by Uncle, 
owned by Herbert P. Gardner, of Amsterdam, 
N. Y., trained by Clyde Van Dusen, the former 
jockey, now owner of Few Acres Farm near Lex- 
ington, will not be one of the contestants for the 
Latonia Championship Stakes at Latonia, No- 
vember 9, which race is for 3-year-olds, $25,000 
added, 14 furlongs. 

This information comes from Trainer Van 
Dusen, who on Sunday, October 13, said: 

“I have turned the little horse out for the 
season. I was influenced to this action by two 
reasons. Primarily, I am of the opinion that 
Clyde Van Dusen will be a better horse next year 
if he is put aside now, and again I would not 
want to run him for the Latonia Championship 
without giving him a couple of races in advance 
of that date. 

“T am not disposed to entrust him for those 
two races to the hands of a rider who would be 
strange to him, and who, under those circum- 
stances, might abuse him, without realizing he 
was doing it. 

“Jockey McCrossen has been riding the colt 
regularly, but he was set down for thirty days 
for all except the stake engagements previously 
arranged. I could not, therefore, have McCrossen 
for the two preliminary races. So, after turning 
the whole thing over in my mind very deliberate- 
ly, I have come to the. conclusion that the right 
thing to do is not to run, and to put the gelding 
away for the winter. 

“McCrossen has gone to his home in New York 
and will report to me at Havana, Cuba, Novem- 
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ber 15. I am shipping to Oriental Park twenty- 
two horses, leaving Lexington November 12, and 
arriving there November 15. The meeting will 
open December 14. That will give us a month 
in which to get ready for the racing. 

“The horses I am taking there will all be for 
sale, and I do not expect to bring any of them 
back. The sooner I can sell them the better I 
will like it, for I then will have more time in 
which to get ready for the spring meetings the 
horses I will leave at home.” 


GETTING READY. 


Manager Barry Shannon has Idle Hour Farm 
and track in ship shape for the Orphan Day 
racing of the Idle Hour Fair Association for the 
benefit of orphans in Kentucky institutions, 
November 8. The preliminaries at the course are 
all completed, and on Sunday he reported that 
170 of the 252 boxes have been sold. There are 
only 82 boxes remaining, and it is likely that they 
soon will be taken, since the sales this year are 
more numerous than they were at the same 
period last year. 


WILLIAM DONDAS IS ILL. 

Mrs. William Dondas and her daughter, Mrs. 
Eddie Legere, were at Idle Hour Farm Sunday 
and Mrs. Dondas stated that she would leave her 
home at Latonia Tuesday for Fort Worth, Texas, 
to be with her husband, who is suffering with a 
recurrence of high blood pressure. Mr. Dondas 
is in Texas arranging for the ten days race meet- 
ing at Arlington Downs, which he will manage, 
and it is to be hoped that he soon will be in 
normal condition. 


POSTPONED. 

R. M. Williams, head of the Kentucky and 
Tennessee Thoroughbred Association, which is 
building Willoughby Park at Guthrie, Ky., says 
in a letter to THE BLOOD-HoRSE: ‘We find it will 
be impossible to get ready for a meeting this 
fall, but will work all winter on construction and 
will be ready in the spring.” 


HORSE SHOW AT CRAB ORCHARD. 

The Kentucky Foxhunters Association is hold- 
ing its annual field trials and bench show at Crab 
Orchard, Kentucky, October 21 to 26, and its 
initial horse show is to be held on opening day, 
Monday, October 21. Four classes have been 
arranged for the morning including model hunter, 
gentlemen’s hunter hack, ladies’ hunter hack, 
and a plantation class. 

In the afternoon there will be eight more 
classes embracing the touch and out, green hun- 
ters, novice hunter, handy hunter, ladies’ hunter, 
Thoroughbred hunter, open class and pair 
jumping. 

The judges selected are J. Miller Ward, Paris, 
Ky., Baysie Howell, Louisville, Ky., Captain Arm- 
strong, Lexington, Ky. William Woodard is 
chairman of the committee and has as his as- 
sistants J. Miller Ward and S. L. Wooldridge. 

Many silver trophies have been donated by 
breeders of Thoroughbreds and those interested 
in racing. Messrs. Leo J. Marks, Louis Lee hag- 
gin, Col. E. R. Bradley, Major Louie A. Beard, 
Col. Phil T. Chinn, and the American Turf Asso- 
ciation have evinced an interest in the show by 
donating cups. Everybody who has seen the 
trophies has been highly complimentary, saying 
they are the most beautiful ever given to a horse 
show in Kentucky. 

The remainder of the week will be devoted to 
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the field trials. Tuesday and Wednesday will 
be the running of the Derby hounds, and Thurs- 
day, Friday and Saturday, the all-age hounds, 
the winner to be declared the Kentucky State 
Champion.

EASTER STOCKINGS WINS. 


The Latonia Jockey Club opened its fall meet- 
ing of 31 days Saturday, October 12.

R. A. Forsha has shipped two horses to Arling- 
ton Downs, Texas, for the forthcoming meeting, 
after which he goes to Jefferson Park. 

Miss Helen Winn, youngest daughter of Col. 
M. J. Winn, was married at St. Ita Church, 
Chicago, October 11, to Henry J. Kirchberg, 
jeweler. 

E. Kennedy, V. Smith, T. May, P. Neal, H. 
Schutte, F. Smock, Cannon, Cleverly and K. 
Russell appear as the outstanding boys among 
the apprentice riders this year. 

Victor Emanuel will attend the December sales 
in England and make an inspection of the steeple- 
chasers he has in training in that country. He 
will be accompanied by J. P. (Sammy) Smith. 

Jockey Jimmy McCoy will ride as a free lance 
at Latonia and New Orleans and may go to 
England next spring. He has some _ proposals 
that indicate a good connection in that country.

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


TRIGO, HIS BROTHER, ATHFORD, AND “DICK”? DAWSON, THEIR TRAINER 


HERE came out of San 
Diego, California, a short 
while back a dispatch to the 
effect that Trigo (winner of 
the English Derby, St. Leger 
and Irish Derby) might be a 
runner for the big event 
($100,000 added) at Agua 
Caliente next March, since 
Mr. W. Barrett, the Belfast 
grain dealer, who owns the 
53-year-old champion and his 
4-year-old brother Athford, 
had been invited to send the 
son of Blandford—-Athasi to 
this side of the Atlantic. 

It wasn’t even a good press 
agent’s yarn, for prior to its 
appearance the colt’s owner 
had made known that Trigo’s 


at The Curragh would be his 

last, and that he would go right away thereafter 
to the Cloghran Stud in Ireland, where he was 
reared, and there take up stud duties next spring. 

Apropos of Trigo’s early retirement, we find 
“Mankato” saying in The Sporting Chronicle 
(Manchester) that “it adds another stallion to 
the list of horses belonging to the Swynford line,” 
and then he continues, as follows: 

“This stirp already includes Blandford (sire of 
Trigo), Sansovino (a Derby winner), Schiavoni 
(a Liverpool Cup winner, a full brother to Tran- 
quil and a half-brother to Bosworth and Selene), 
Lancegaye (winner of the Hardwicke Stakes, 
and second in the Derby to Coronach), Stratford 
(well up in the sire winning list), Watford, Birth- 
right, Sirrah, Vivaldi, Vertigo, and half a dozen 
others of less note. 

“The suggestion advanced that Trigo’s value 
as a sire in a measure will lie in the circum- 
stances that he would bring in new blood does 
not, therefore, apply to his direct male line. Nor 
does it hold good in regard to the units in Bland- 
ford’s dam, who is by White Eagle out of Black 
Cherry, by Bendigo out of Black Duchess, the 
dam of Bay Ronald. These are names common 
to many pedigrees. Let us now examine his 
dam’s ancestry.

ATHFORD 


“His first dam, Athasi (a 
winner), is by Farasi, a son 
of Desmond and Molly Mor- 
gan. Moliy Morgan _ bred 
Morganatic (by St. Simon), 
a moderate sire, although he 
got Cigar. 

“Land League, by Des- 
mond out of Combine, by 
Carbine out of Molly Mor- 
gan, also was a qualified 
success at the stud, but Fel- 
stead (a Derby winner now 
at the stud) is by Spion Kop 
out of Felkington (sister to 
the stallion Carpathus), by 
Lemberg out of Comparison, 
by William the Third out of 
Combine, by Carbine out of 
Molly Morgan. Hence there 
is no new blood in Trigo’s 


race for the Irish St. Leger R. C. DAWSON first dam. 


“His second dam, Ath- 
greany, won the Irish Oaks (8 furlongs in dis- 
tance, and £265 in value) and two other Irish 
races. She is by His Majesty, or Galloping 
Simon. The latter, a full brother (never ran) to 
William Rufus and Henry the First (by Melton 
out of Simena, by St. Simon), is the accepted 
sire of Athgreany, and brings into hotch potch 
no rare blood. Athgreany, it may be added, is 
the dam of the Irish winners Grey Point, Woods- 
town, New Abbey, Athmoy, and Athmore. 

“The third dam of Trigo, Fairyland, was by 
Lesterlin (son of Gallinule and Miliora, by Arbi- 
trator). She bred Laramie (a winner as a two- 
year-old at Epsom and Newbury), Fairy Orb 
(placed as a two-year-old), Iaachos (ran second 
in a selling race, 5 furlongs), Olympus (winner 
of two five-furlong races), and Blue Cheviot 
(winner of £197 over eight furlongs). 

“The fourth dam, Stella, was by the speedy 
roarer Necromancer (brother to Juggler). She 
was the dam of the sprinter and sire of sprinters, 
Flying Orb, also of Blakestown, and the un- 
sound, winded, but fast-sprinting Glenesky. 

“As Flying Orb up to 1928 had sired 268 foals, 
and as Blakestown (ancestress of Eagle’s Pride) 
and Glenesky (sister and brother to Fairyland) 
are also represented by descendants, it cannot be 
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said that Trigo introduces anything new through 
his third and fourth dams. 

“His fifth dam, Hollyleaf, was by Hollywood, 
a son of Orest ‘and Furze Chat, bred by Mr. Rich- 
ard Sutton in 1871, and purchased by Mr. John 
Murphy, for whom he won several races in Ire- 
land. Orest was a grandson of Orlando from a 
daughter of Touchstone, and was thus very in- 
closely inbred to the great Eaton sire. 

“Furze Chat, bred by Mr. Richard Sutton, was 
a granddaughter of the great Middleham brood 
mare Agnes. She is the ancestress of Stone 
Clink, Mead, Scuttle, and Princesse de Galles, and 
was half-sister to St. Editha (dam of St. Gatien, 
and grandam of Marcion). 

“Hollyleaf (Trigo’s fiifth dam) was a half- 
sister to Buckshot (sire of the White Knight’s 
dam), to Helen Mar (grandam of Holiday 
House), and to Madame Royale, the maternal an- 
cestress of Santair. Thus no novelty has been 
revealed in Trigo’s five upper parental genera- 
tions. 

“Moreover, Trigo carries four strains of Iso- 
nomy (two through Gallinule), five strains of 
1alopin (three through St. Simon), and Hermit 
enters into his pedigree through Tristan. Moorhen 
(dam of Gallinule) and Trappist, sire of Des- 
mond’s dam, L’Abbesse de Jouarre. 

“He is, in point of fact, a concentrated essence 
of Whalebone and Blacklock (the great mid- 
parents of the Eclipse stirp) in his upper parenta 
generations. 

“Hence, so far from providing an _ outcross, 
Trigo will not be an easy horse to mate, so 
closely inbred is he to Galopin, Isonomy, and 
Hermit. 

“It is not generally known that he was not 
foaled till the 23rd of May, and thus was not 
three years old when he ran in the Two Thousand 
Guineas, and had only just reached his third 
birthday when he won the Derby. 

“He did not arrive at Whatcombe till the 
autumn of 1928, but, aided by the food and en- 
vironment of England, he made marked improve- 
ment in physique in the spring of 1929, and still 
more pronounced progress between the Derby 
and St. Leger days. 

“One could have wished that Mr. Barnett had 
kept him in training for at least another year. I 
take little notice of the great difficulty he had in 
overcoming Visellus by a short head in the Irish 
St. Leger. He is but a small colt to carry Qst. 
12ib., and Visellus, a very backward yearling and 
2-year-old, has improved of late, though he is 
still a long way below English classic form. 

“Captain Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, however, know- 
ing that Trigo had been through a very severe 
race for the real St. Leger, thought it was worth 
while sending Visellus to run at the Curragh. 

“But ignoring this secondary classic race—the 
distance of which is 132 yards less than the St. 
Lever course, and the time occupied in the Cur- 
ragh race was 8 seconds longer than Trigo’s time 
at Doncaster-—the fact remains that Trigo only 
won the St. Leger by a few inches from Bos- 
worth, who is just coming into form. 

“In view of future equine eugenics, it would 
have been well if the two colts had met again.” 


Ed Haughton has eighteen of the Greentree 
Stable horses at Latonia, fifteen having been 
shipped to him there from New York, and three, 
Wanton, Bitter Sweet and Lunacy, having been 
turned over to him by Mose Goldblatt on his ar- 
rival from Louisville.

FOREIGN 


MIKE HALL IN ENGLAND.

BOUGHT FOR AMERICANS 


i the course of the summing up of the Don- 
caster yearling sales by “Audax” in Horse and 
Hound (London) it is noted that “Lord D’Aber- 
non’s By-Pass, knocked down to the British Blood- 
stock Agency for 5200 guineas on the Wednesday 
morning, goes to the United States, having been 
secured for two much-liked American sportsmen, 
who bought him in partnership.” 

By-Pass is a bay of brown colt by Phalaris, out 
of Communicative (winner of two races), by 
Poor Boy, out of Communique (dam of Evensong, 
winner of three races, and dam of Gelden 
Lullaby), by Spearmint, out of Depeche (winner, 
second in the Oaks, and dam of six winners), by 
Gallinue, out of Petit Bleu (winner and dam of 
six winners, including Blue Pete, Barbed Wire, 
Oiseau Bleu, and Blue Tit, the dam of Blue Dun, 
Westward Ho and Teresina, winner of Jockey 
Club Stakes), by Eager. 

Reading further, we find that “another yearling 
of high class, the chestnut filly by Tetratema out 
of Reine de Neige, coming of the same blood as 
the justly renowned and unbeaten Ormonde, hav- 
ing the best of limbs, quality, fine action, and all 
that goes to make the racer, besides having ulti- 
mately much paddock value, was picked up by 
Mr. H. Pulitzer for 3000 guineas, and he will send 
her at once to the United States.” 

Reine de Neige was a winner of two races and 
is the dam of Snowcloud and Gallant and Gay, 
her first two foals, winners of two races each. 
She is by Roi Herode, out of Snowflight (winner 
of 12 races; dam of three winners in England 
and Snow King in Australia), by Cyllene, out of 
St. Donatts (dam of eight winners in England 
and elsewhere), by St. Simon, out of Agnes Court 
(stakes winner and dam of Cortegar, winner of 
four races in England; Matchless, winner in 
South Africa, and Merry Agnes, winner and dam 
of Pomern, and grandam of Donna Branca, 
winner of Coronation Stakes), by Hampton, out 
of Orphan Agnes, dam of *Fatherless and others. 

Further along “Audax”’ says: “Last year Mr. 
Jim Maher sold three yearlings for 27,500 guineas, 
thereby average 9166 guineas, a figure which has 
never been approached by any other breeder in 
any country, and, I should think, is never likely 
to be again. Selling, as usual, without reserve, 
the first of his, a charming dark-brown filly by 
Pharos out of Rabona, coming of the successful 
Ladylike family, standing over a lot of ground, 
and with perfect legs and feet, went to Captain 
Cecil Boyd-Rochfort at 4700 guineas, he buying 
her for Mr. J. E. Widener; and then came a 
brown sister to the Yorkshire Oaks winner Rye- 
water which is hard to fault in any respect, she 
being a youngster of the highest promise that 
looks certain to go. The British Bloodstock 
Agency gave 5100 guineas for her on behalf of 
Mr. John D. Hertz, and she goes to the United 
States. Although not a beauty the light-bay 
half-brother by the Derby winner Sansovino to 
Manna, another hero of the great Epsom race, 
has wonderful action and splendid legs and feet, 
and, started at 1000 guineas, he was knocked 
down to Mr. George Lambton for 3600 guineas, 
being secured for Lord Rosebery, and he may 
enable his lordship to win his first Derby with a 
colt that will either be very good or very bad. 
Not big, but perfectly shaped and hard to fault, 
the grey filly by Tetratema out of Portrait went 
extremely cheaply to Sam Darling at 1600 
guineas, he buying her for Mr. H. Pulitzer, and 
she appeals to me more than does the quite nice 
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grey filly by Phalaris out of Silver Queen, pur- 
chased by Colonel Blake for 1700 guineas.” 

The filly bought for Mr. Widener is the third 
living foal of her dam, Rabona (a stakes winner 
and dam of Regained, a winner), by Roi Herode, 
out of Lady Lachne (half-sister to Waffles, dam 
of Manna), by Dark Ronald, out of Lady Mis- 
chief (dam of four winners), by St. Simon, out of 
Vain Duchess (winner of five races and dam of 
three winners), by Isinglass. 

The filly purchased for Mr. Hertz is brown, 
by Buchan, out of Confey (winner and dam of 
the winners Oojah, Ryewater, Ryevale and Con- 
fetti, and: the placed horses Lough Conn, Miss 
Buttal and Fete), by Polymelus, out of Strath- 
vaich (also dam of the winners Strathgibby, 
Thetis and Maurice Gillois), by Love Wisely out 
of Salvaich (dam of the winners Salve, Harcourt, 
Chital, My Prince, etc.), by St. Simon, out of 
Muirninn (sister to Violet Melrose, dam of 
Melton), by Scottish Chief, out of Violet. 

Portrait, dam of the grey filly purchased for 
Mr. Pulitzer, is a half-sister to St. Louis (winner 
of the 2,000 Guineas), by Gainsborough, out of 
Princess Sterling (winner and dam of the win- 
ners *Barney Chanson, Wenchal, Silver Queen, 
ete.), by Florizel II, out of Sterling Balm (win- 
ner of Coventry, Gimcrack and Fern Hill Stakes, 
and dam of Queen Silver, dam Silver Ring, Silver 
Bridge, Silver Image, Silver Urn—1,000 Guineas 

Princess Sterling, etc.), by Friar’s Balsam, out 
of Yesterling (dam of Ouadi-Salfa, winner of 
the French 2,000 Guineas, and many other 
winners), by Sterling. 

There is a note of satisfaction over results, 
even though the gross returns were far below 
those of last year, in ‘“Audax’s’’ concluding re- 
marks, as follows: 

“The total for the four days’ sales amounted to 
295.278 guineas, as against 401,346 guineas in 
1928, which was an easy record for Doncaster, 
and I don't think there is any need for the sellers 
of yearlings to be depressed because prices have 
become normal and reasonable. Lord Furness 
breeds on the best possible and most expensive 
lines, and each yearling he offers at Doncaster 
has probably cost him £1000 when it enters the 
ring, but he obtained an average of 2013 guineas 
for fourteen, so the profit is a large one; while 
Mr. Maher’s, as shown above, did even better. On 
Tuesday morning seven from the Moyglare Stud 
came out at 1707 guineas, and in the evening Mrs. 
Bailey obtained an average of 2066 guineas for 
five. The next morning Lord D’Abernon’s trio 
worked out at 2633 1-3 guineas, and the Worksop 
Manor contingent of twelve averaged 1038 
guineas, several of these yearlings being begotten 
by sires which are not very fashionable. In the 
evening sale of Wednesday seven from the Victor 
Stud realised an average of 1838 1-2 guineas, and 
the ten from the Compton Stud 1113 guineas. I 
averaged 1115 guineas on the Thursday morning, 
and that evening the Mondellihy Stud obtained 
the very fine average of 2555 guineas for six. For 
several years now some of the prices given for 
vearlings at Doncaster have no doubt been ex- 
cessive: but although some of those who were 
responsible for these inflated figures were not 
bidding this year the market was really a sound 
and good one, as the averages mentioned above 
show.” 


With the close of the racing season at New 
York tracks, the three years’ employment of Roy 
Waldron as assistant trainer of the Greentree 
Stable horses terminates.
